Retirement means 
freedom to create

Stepping into the home of a sculptor 
and an artist who are husband and wife 
is, aS one would expect, a different 
experience. 

On the floor, on tables and chests are 
life-sized. figures, groups of smaller 
figures, carved in wood or stone. They 
exude a sense of calm. 

On the walls, paintings intrigue the 
eye and mind. 

This is the home of Walter and 
Peggy Midener, a mile north of Fast 
Jordan on highway M-66. 

Peggy, the artist, leads the way to 
their new studio addition to the home. 
She and Walter have just recently 
moved to East Jordan to. stay 
although, as Peggy says, half her life 
has been spent in East Jordan -- the 
summer half. Her great grandparents, 
years ago, built their home -- The Elms 
- in East Jordan. 

‘And I’ve been coming here too, ever 
since we were married,’’ says Walter. 

The two met, not surprisingly, in an 
art school in Detroit when Peggy was a

-“But he was too tough a teacher;”

studio reassures one there is energy 
and imagination enough for endless 
productivity. 

Walter has a portrait head sculpture 
under way. 

Some of his elongated figures 
populate the studio. Outside, through 
floor to ceiling windows, one sees his 
large hammered-metal Pieces 
surrounding their patio. They ignite 
imagination, and one sees -- a king? -- a 
prophet? -- and there, a goddess, surely. 

Though large, they effect a lightness, 
with convex surfaces cut off along the 
curve of arm or leg to let space continue 
the concept. 

It is clear Walter Midener, besides 
being sensitive to the visible, is also 
affected by the invisible. Full of reined- 
in feeling, his art focusses on the 
human. 

Peggy's focus may be imagination, 
though as a teacher she depended for 
success on a very human un- 
derstanding of students -- some of 
whom were children. She says their 
daughter Wendy helped in this. Ac- 
cording to Peggy, as Wendy grew, she 
led Peggy along in understanding the 
interests of each age of her pupils. 

Wendy's education. included three 
years at Interlochen for music, then 
drama, which evolved into design 
studies. Now she is full-time designer 
for The Muppets on television. 

Some of Peggy’s work hanging on 
the walls was prompted by what she 
was having her students do. Ask her a 
question about those classes and her 
blue eyes. spark up. 


“T always started out with free’ 


feelings’” she says. ‘In fact. we did

She goes on to explain how she made 
up stories‘so the children would have. to 


visualize what. to paints.

Watsu. the senior member of 
the council and had been a fixture in 
East Jordan city politics for years, 
both as a councilman and as a mayor. 


The lack of councilmen for the 
meeting Tuesday night was caused by 
several things, one member had to 
work, another was ill, another was 
attending a funeral and Watson had 
alréady resigned. 


Mayor Meredith said that it was the 
first time since he'd been involved with 
the council that they had lacked a 
quroum. 


City superintendent Herman Rasch 
tovk members of the press through a 
brief toury of the community center 
following “che meeting's rescheduling.

“They are given exposure to all kinds 


of things (in high school}. 1 think the 
high school is here to give students the 
most experience it can and at some 
point the student has to be responsible 
for the learning and acting out of what 
they've been taught here,” he said.

I attended the Wednesday night 
public hearing in Charlevoix con- 
cerning the Big Rock Point nuclear 
facility's application to the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to increase 
their on-site waste storage. A couple of 
questions remain in my mind that I feel 
are essential to be answered. 

The issue of allowing Big Rock to 
store additional fuel and spent fuel 
rods is the issue of Big Rock continuing 
as a power producing facility. There 
has been an intervention request of the 
NRC by the local concerned citizens, 
and should this be granted there will be 
a public hearing with the NRC. 

My questions to the NRC are: Does 
the human concern, fear and dislike of 
nuclear power factor in at all in the 
decisions made by the commission? 
}does it matter that many do not want 
to accept the risk involved with this 
type of electricity, and that we are 
afraid for our children and future 
generations? Also, does the safety 
record of a facility, notorious for being

In February of this year there were 
many operational problems with the 
*Big Rock reactor: there was excessive 
leakage in two containment isolation 
valves and other leaking valves, a 
condenser hotwell fill valve failed to 
open after a plant shutdown, there were 
unacceptable welds discovered, and 
seven of 32 control rod drive switches 
failed to operate satisfactorily during 
testing at shutdown. These incidents 
went unannounced to the public, and 
were found in the plant's status report 
of March 31. 

The questions I have for Consumers 
Power Co. are: How can we trust that 
you will inform the public of future 
potential dangers when your reputation 
is consistently negligent in this. 
respect? 

Also, aS controversial and truly 
dangerous as nuclear power is, why is 
Consumers Power adamant in con- 
tinuing its development when there are 
so many viable alternatives for 
Michigan, especially in the Charlevoix 
area with the great expanse of forest 


land, the constant strong wind, and the 
powerful Lake Michigan. 

When is Consumers going to really 
begin to develop these and other 
available technologies for Michigan? 
Already there are plans for a 25 
megawatt congeneration wood-fueled 
plant in Hersey. Why not move in this 
direction in Charlevoix. starting now? 

I am writing on my behalf and’ on 
behalf of my friends on the Leelanau 
Peninsula wha live just 20 miles acros: 
the bay from the Big Rock plant. They 
do not receive their power from the 
plant, but do face the same risks of 
their land, their animals and them- 
selves being exposed to radiation in the 
event of an accident. 

A “Class A” accident would involve 
evacuation of people within a 50 mi. 
radius of Big Rock including most of 
the peninsula. It is unfortunate and 
unfair that the people who do not want 
this perilous risk, and do not benefit 
from it in any way, cannot escape it and 
seem powerless in the fight against it.

Different than most 


A home for retarded

BOYNE CITY - The Spring Ridge 
home, 520 State St., is a group home 
for the developmentally disabled which 
offers its residents a unique living 
situation. 

It is a home, not an institution where 
tenants have the freedom of ex- 
periencing a normal daily life including 
setting their bedtime hours, within 
reason, and which television show they 
want to watch. 

Spring Ridge, and a similar home in 
Walloon Lake, Candlewood, are 
managed by the Summer Tree 
Residential Center Corporation. The 
homes are funded by the Alternative 
Intermediate Services for the mentally 
retarded. AIS is a state and federal 
funded program with annual sup- 
plemental security income of $135,000. 

All residents of the homes must be 18 
or older. They participate in both 
school activities and in-house 
programs, said Trista Hubbarth, 
executive director and business 
manager of. Summer Tree. 


Residents 18 to 25 years old par- 
ticipate in intermediate school district 
programs at Melrose School. Residents 
over 25 participate in Community 
Mental Health workshops at the 
Bergmann Center in Charlevoix. The 
programs include pre-vocational skills 
such as sorting things, counting 


change and other basic skills. 


In-house programs include speech 
and occupational therapy, social skills, 
independent living skills training and 
other self-help skills. 

The residents, all from Michigan 
institutions, are referred to the Spring 
Ridge program based on where their 
family lives and the appropriateness of 
what therapy the program has to offer 
for the individual’s needs. 


The resident's family or legal 
guardian must live in Charlevoix, 
Emmet or Otsego Counties. Various 
therapists examine the referrals to see 
what their team of care workers could 
do to help each patient. 

Spring Ridge houses eight people. 
There are six men and two women 
living at the home. One side of the 
house is barrier free and equipped to 
handle wheelchair patients. 

The home offers a chance for 
residents to share a bedroom with one 
person instead of a ward with eight or 
ten persons. Either the radio or 
television is on most the time to en- 
tertain residents. Direct care workers, 
on duty 24-hours at the home, offer 
therapy, help and entertainment. 

The emphasis of programs at Spring 
Ridge is on “‘normalization.’’ The 
theme does not imply that all residents 
will be trained to walk, or that 
residents can be trained to complete 
complex paperwork. What it does

imply is that a normal environment can 
serve as a major factor in encouraging 
and developing ‘‘normal” behavior. 

By offering a ““normal’’ home life, the 
staff hopes to encourage and teach 
acceptance in the community. Skills in 
socializing like the proper manners in a 
store and good table manners are 
taught. 

Both the Spring Ridge home in 
Boyne City and Candlewood in 
Walloon are among the first in 
Michigan to be developed as part of the 
AIS program. They were developed by 
Alpine Regional Center for Develop- 
mental Disabilities. 

Housing these people in a private 
home rather than an institution- cuts 
the cost of supporting them in half, 
Hubbarth said. 

Hubbarth est¢mates she car-operate 
her two homes at a cost of about $38 a 
day per resident. That includes room, 
board, in-home training programs, and 
transportation expense. 

Hubbarth has some ambitious goals 
for her program. She would like to be 
able to take one or two residents into a 
store, for example, and have everyone 
feel comfortable with the situation -- 
the staff member, the residents and the 
clerks in the store. 

“We can develop appropriate social 
skills,"" she said. “Given enough time 
and training, even severely retarded 
persons can learn appropriate behavior 
patterns.”

BOYNE CITY -- Al Beebe picked up 
his fishing talents as a boy on Lake St.

hatch and the brook eggs take 60. The 
trout stay in’ indoor troughs until 
they're three to four inches long. 
The outdoor ponds don't freeze in the 
winter due to an average water tém- 
perature of 45 degrees and the steady 


movement of 300,000 gallons of water.. 


Because the ponds don't freeze, 
Weston is able to keep his fish outdoors 
all winter. 

From the hatching stage to catching 
size -- about 12-14 inches usually -- 18 to 
24 months elapse. 

Lots of care is needed to keep the fish 
healthy while they're growing. 
Especially in the case of the brook 
trout. 


‘Brook trout are harder to raise," 
explained Weston. ‘‘They’re more 
susceptible to disease. They're a better 
quality fish than. rainbow.” 


Weston went to school at Alpena 
Community College in the Fisheries 
Technology program to learn his trade. 
As he talks about treating the eggs 
during the winter to prevent disease -- 
and about varying amounts of protein 
in the fish feed depending on the water 
temperature -- you get the impression 


Weston said, ‘they eat between 10 and 
50 pounds of food a day.” 

The old saying ‘‘You are what you 
tat’ is true for fish, Weston said. His 
fish eat well -- fish meal, shrimp. soy 
meal, vitamins and minerals. 

“People get the misconception that 
hatcheries feed fish liver,’ Weston 
said. “It used to be that they did. Liver 
is good for the fish, it gives them good 
color. But they tasted like liver," 

The hatchery has been in operation 
since the 1920's and is comprised of a 
series of man-made ponds. Water from 
artesian wells flows through them. 

Weston has expansion planned -- a 
new building for hatching eggs and 
more fish to fill! some of the less 
populated ponds. While wholesaling 
figures prominently in his plans, he's 
eager to cultivate the on-premise 
fishing side of the business too. 

“While I'm on the truck delivering,” 
he said, “there hasn't been anyone here 
to run the fishing.”’ Next year though, 
Daphne will handle the fishing business 
while he’s delivering. 

The next time you spend a day vainly 
casting and reeling and get ready to go 


home disgusted, think about the 
hatchery in Alanson. 

After all, your friends don't have to 
know where you caught that gooca 
looking brookie.

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Fishing:you don’t have to be a masochist 


BY LEW CARLSON 
Trout ‘fishermen make good 
masochists. Whether it ig their 


Puritanical backgrounds, questionable 
toilet training, or just abysmal 
stubbornness, most trout fishermen 
believe that without suffering there can 
be no success. Nonsense! And double 
nonsense! 

Oh, I used to believe that pain and 
discomfort were givens for the real 
fisherman. I would insist that either 
one had to. get up two hours before 


daybreak or, worse yet, stumble around — 


after dark if one had any hope of 
catching the really big ones. You see, 
trout, and especially brown trout, are 
supposed to be night feeders. Of course, 
there are those daylight rainstorms 
that produce nice trout with garden 
hackle but certainly I am not going to 
admit in print that I would ever resort 
to worms. 

More romantic are those midafternoon 
hatches when, with size 20 flies, the 
truly great fisherman can net a trophy 
or two. But the truth of the matter is

An avid fisherman. since his 


childhood, Lew Carlson of Kalamazoo 
is frequently seen in the rivers of 
Charlevoix County. The article that 


that most mid-afternoon hatches I have 
witnessed have been in the pages of 
Field and Stream or Outdoor Life. 

But I now catch big browns and 
brooks and I do so night in the middle 
of the day. Nothing gives me more 
satisfaction than rolling over for 
several more hours of sleep after my 
colleagues have stumbled out into the 
cold, dark morning. And I prefer to 
spend my evenings eating trout rather 
than catching them. 

The secret of the gentlemanly art of 
mid-day fishing is a homemade copper 
spinner that rather closely resembles a 
number two Mepps. It is cast upstream 
and retrieved rather quickly back 
down. The trout hit it not only when 
they mistake it for a toothsome morsel 
but also because of a kind of protective 
reflex action. Sometimes a trout will 
pursue the spinner for 30 or 40 feet 
before he strikes it. And sometimes he 
just has a leisurely looksee before he 
drifts back into his hole. In either case, 
spinner fishing usually produces 
almost constant action on the stream. 

There are several factors that in- 
fluence one’s success with spinners. If 
it is a crystal clear day with no 
humidity, the fish will be very spooky 
and not even the fact that you are 
wading upstream will prevent the little 


humidity is high, it seems to matter 
very little how bright the day is. Bright 
but overcast days are ideal. 

It also helps to find a stream that has 
not been fished too heavily with 
spinners. There are such streams, 
especially in the northern half of the 
lawer peninsula. Most fishermen think 
that you need big water to fish spin- 
ners, but the smaller the stream, the 
better your luck will be if you proceed 
slowly and cautiously. Sometimes you 
even have to cast while on hands and

knees. Modesty almost prevents me 
from telling you that 2 and 3 pound 
browns are not unusual in streams that 
look as if they could not possibly have 
anything larger than a seven incher. I 
once caught a four pounder from a 
stream that was four feet across and 
from a hole that was so protected by 
brush that I] had to wiggle up to it like a 
snake. 

Extremely light tackle is needed for 
this kind of fishing. A five-foot 
fiberglass rod. an ultra light, open- 


faced reel, and a four or six-pound line 
are ideal. The cast is also important. It 
is impossible to cast overhand or even 
sidearm in small, brushy streams. 

I am not sure what the proper name is 
for the cast I use, but it is done by 
holding the rod straight out in front of 
me, about two feet over the water. J 
then wiggle the tip of the rod upwards, 
and then sharply downwards. At that 
moment I release the line, using the tip 
of the rod to catapult the spinner in a 
Straight trajectory only two or three 


teet. above the surface of the water. It 
often is not necessary to cast far but 
accuracy is very important. With 
practice one only needs a two or three- 
foot opening in the brush to cast the 
spinner to spots that even the worm 
fisherman cannot reach. 

Not even my homemade spinners 
always catch fish, but I do know that 
they are very effective and that they 
allow me to fish at a very leisurely pace 
and at a time of day that I consider 
most civilized.

IRONTON -- Mearle and Barbara 
Scott were fishing in the Charlevoix 
area even before they bought Scott's 
Boat Livery next to the Ironton Ferry 
in 1959. 

“We fished for perch in 1948," said 
Mrs. Scott. ‘’Fhey were still catching 
cisco here then.” 

The Scotts sold their boat livery in 
1972 and 20 days later they bought a 23 
ft. Penn-Yan for fishing. Chartering 
was going to be a Sideline for Scott -- 
kind of a hobby. But sometimes it 
seems like a full-time job when the fish 
are biting. 

The Penn-Yan can accomodate four 
fishermen, though three is ideal. Since 
Scott started chartering six years ago, 
a regular group of customers has 
developed. 


“T have one group from Chicago 
who've been with me every year,” Scott 
said. 

Most of his customers come from 
downstate or out-of-state and are 
summer visitors to Northern Michigan. 
When they had the boat livery- 
restaurant (now named the Ironton 
Ferry Landing) they had a varied 
group of customers from spring 
through fall. 


‘We were busy as soon as the fishing 
started,”’ recalled Scott. ‘Then we had 
mushroomers who would stay in our 
rental cabins. There would be a slight 
lull until school let out. Then we'd be 
busy until Labor Day.” 

“After Labor Day we'd have a little 
older crowd and be busy right until it 


. was too cold.” 


During winters they rented shanties 
to ice fishermen and Scott did 


snowplowing. Fishing was always their 
chief interest, though. , ’ 

Scott fishes in Lake Charlevoix and 
Lake Michigan. ‘It was verrific in Lake 
Charlevoix last year,’’ claimed Scott. 
“It's kind of dead now, so we've been in 
Lake Michigan more this year.” 

“IT haven't been skunked in Lake 
Michigan yet this year,’’ Scott said. 

“But I've been skunked once in Lake 
Charlevoix.” 

His first charter this season was May 
25 and he'll keep out until the weather 
gets nasty in the fall. ‘We had the 
boat in the water until the end of 
October last year,” Scott said. "But if 
people get sick from rough water you 
don't get too much repeat business.” 

The storms and early darkness that

Don’t forget 


So you want to go fishing? 

Well, make sure you have a license. 
Most marinas and tackle shops sell 
both one-day and annual licenses and 
they're also available at Department of 
Natural Resources offices. 


One day licenses cost $1.25 for the 
first day and $1 for each additional day. 
They're good for all species of fish and 
for both residents and non-residents. 


If you want an annual license, good 
through Dec. 31. the cost is $10.25 for 
non-residents and $5.25 for residents. 
Trout stamps are an additional $5.25 
for either residents or non-residents. 

The one-day and annual licenses are 
good for both husband and wife. Kids 
under 17 don't need a license. 


that most people are busier working in 
the fall than in the summer slows the 
chartering down. 

Scott and his charters fish for a 
variety of fish over the course of the 
summer. “We fish for lake trout 
earlier,"’ he explained, ‘‘then I have a 
group that comes up for bass in July 
and another bass group in August.” 

This time of the year he tries for both 


jake trout and salmon. 


“Y set up for both this time of the 
year,” Scott said, ‘I try to have one rig 
set up for salmon all the time later on.” 


The salmon, according to Scott, are 
real silvery in color this time of the year 
and are better eating now than later on. 

“They're the same as coho," he said . 
“They're better eating now before they 


your license 


If you don't have a license you can 
tide in a boat with a fisherman, but 
you're not allowed to assist him in any 
way. You can’t net fish for him, bait his 
hook or even row his boat unless you, 
too, are licensed. 

Fishing digests are available wherever 
licenses are sold and are free. If a dealer 
doesn't have any copies left the DNR is 
always happy to supply them. 

The digest has all the information 
concerning minimum size, season 
beginning and closing dates, and 
specific information about extended 
seasons or fish size requirements for 
certain streams and fakes. 

DNR officials suggest looking over 
the digest carefully before hitting the 
water.

get ‘strong’.’’ Scott said that at times 
he uses the riper catches for his garden 
rather than eat them. 

Scott has already had some luck with 
salmon this year even though it’s a few 
weeks earlier than usual for them. July 
29 he got two salmon, one 18 pounds 
and the other 21 pounds. A friend of his 
caught a 25 pound salmon. : 

“IT marked some (on radar) in the 
middle of June in Lake Charlevoix,” he 
said. ‘‘Some salmon stay in the lake all 
year. One fellow caught one ice 
fishing.” 

Both Scott. and his wife say the fishing 
isn’t as good as it used to be. “I used 
to go out in about 100 ft. of water and 
the bottom 15 ft. would be solid fish,” 
Scott recalled. ‘I’ve only run into one 
big school this summer.’ 

“It used to be that we'd limit out 
every time we'd go out,’ said Mrs. - 
Scott, ‘not any more.” 

Scott sees gill-netting as the chief 
cause for the decrease in salmon. 

Less success hasn’t dampened his 
enthusiasm any, though. He still fishes 
whenever he can. ‘I go out on Lake 
Michigan whenever it's not too rough,” 
he said. 

“T Jike to fish when the fish are 
suspended,” he said, ‘‘you don’t tear up 
your tackle.” 

He uses two kinds of rigs when he’s 
out, finn-skis or floating outriggers, 
and downriggers. “I can cover 150 to 
200 ft. wide with four outriggers and 
two downriggers,”’ he said. 

His equipment purchasing days may 
be over, though, unless the downturn in 
the salmon population is reversed. 
Scott says he has everything he needs 
to catch fish, and with the experience of 
a lifetime of fishing behind him his 
success is bound to continue. 


The village of Harbor Springs sits 
upon the harbor formed by Harbor 
Point, a peninsula one mile in length.
